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INTRODUCTION 



The information presented in this report is taken from annual vocational 
education reports submitted by the States and includes data from the 
major cities. Population data are taken from the 1970 Census Report. 

The purpose of the material is to give some indication as to the States' 
population served by vocational education in the major cities and the 
expenditures that were made for vocational education. The total voca- 
tional enrollment for the State and city is reported with a breakdown by 
level of education and the number of enrollees who are disadvantaged and 
handicapped. The expenditures for vocational education are reported by 
Federal and State/Local sources, by the total amount of expenditures 
allocated to each level of education, and by the total amount allocated 
to the disadvantaged and handicapped. For States having more than _ 
one major city, a total is compiled with a percentage for the total indi 
cated. Information on hO major cities is included. Reports were not 
received for 15 of the 50 biggest cities, as identified by the Census, 
in Arizona, California, Florida, Maryland, and New York.

2 . Major City Vocational Education Enrollment Lag s Population 

A comparison of vocational education enrollment with population reveals 
that the percentages of enrollment in major cities fall behind the 
percentages of population. In 25 cities, the enrollment percentage 
is less than the population percentage. 



3. Major City Federal Expenditure Lags Population 

A comparison of Federal expenditures with population reveals that 
25 cities expend a lesser percentage of the State’s Federal funds 
than their percentage of population. 
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4. Major City State/Local Expenditures Lag Population 



A comparison of State and local expenditures with population reveals 
that 28 cities expend a lesser percentage of the State's total expendi- 
tures than their percentage of population. 

5 . Teachers Compare Favorably with Population and Enrollment 

A comparison of the number of teachers with population reveals that 
in 17 cities the percentage of teachers exceeds their percentage of 
population, and 23 cities have a larger percentage of the State's 
total teachers than their percentage of vocational enrollment. 



6. Major Cities Emphasize Adult and Postsecondary Programs 

A comparison of enrollment by level of education with total vocational 
enroll m ent reveals that major cities have a higher proportion of the 
State's postsecondary and adult enrollments and a less percentage of 
secondary enrollment. Only 11 cities have a higher percentage of. 
secondary enrollment than total enrollment while. 22 cities have higher 
percentages of postsecondary enrollment and 26 cities have higher 
percentages of adult enrollment. In 24 cities the percentage of post- 
secondary enrollment exceeds the percentage of secondary enrollment, 
and in 2.8 cities the percentage of adult enrollment exceeds the per- 
centage of secondary enrollment. 

7. Ma^or Ci ties Lag in Enrollment of Disadvantaged and Hand icapped 

A comparison of enrollment by target group with total enrollment 
revea] s that 17 cities have a higher percentage of disadvantaged than 
their percentage of the State’s total enr^1m^+ and 12 r ti_ exce 
in percentage of handicapped ove: _oal enrollment. 

8. Major City Expenditures Deviate Considerably From Enrollment 

A comparison of expenditures and enrollment by level of education 
and target group indicates the following: 

Secondary - In l8 c_ties the percentages of expenditures exceed 
the enrollment. 

Postsecondary - In 11 cities the percentages of expenditures 
exceed the enrollment. 

Adul~ - In 22 cities the percentages of expenditures exceed the 
enrollment . 

Dis advantaged - In 2 citaes the per engages of expenditures 
exceed the enrollment. 

Handicapped - In 20 cities the percentages of expenditures 
exceed the enrollment.
